It seems that success follows 
Terry Bowden wherever he goes. 
From his first head coaching 
job at little Salem College at the 
age of 26 to guiding the Auburn 
Tigers to an unbeaten season 
last year, Bowden is a winner. 

But, more importarit, Bowden still is a 


“down to earth” kind of guy...the kind of 
guy you'd feel comfortable talking to on 
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a plane or at the corner store. For some 
others who've had fortune smile on them 
as much as Bowden has, arrogance would 
certainly be a trait that wouldn't be sur- 
prising. After all, how many coaches at 
the age of 37 can step into a struggling 
program and go 11-0 in his first season! 
And, let’s not forget, we’re talking about 
the SEC folks...the most rugged of all foot- 
ball conferences in the entire country. 
Putting it in simple terms...what Bowden 
did last year was just unbelievable, that’s 
all there is to it. 


Being the great Bobby Bowden's 
son put Terry in a winning atmo- 
sphere early in his football life. 
When he arrived at Salem in 1983, 
he was the youngest of all head 
coaches in ANY division of college 
football. Bowden took over a pro- 
gram that had gone 0-9-1 the pre- 
vious season and what did he 
do..,.he merely won the confer- 
ence championship in his second 
year on the sidelines. Bowden's 
club won 18 of their last 
24 games and made the 
NAIA playoffs during his 
second and third seasons 
there. After serving as an 
assistant at Akron 
to Gerry Faust in 1986, 
Bowden took over as 
head coach at Division III 
Samford University in 1987 
and quickly made that pro- 
gram a winner going 9-1 in 
his first year, tying for the 
best record in Samford 
history. Two years later, 
Samford made the jump to 
1-AA and by 1991 was com- 
peting for the national title 
after a 12-2 mark. After his 
great success there the next 
step up the ladder was ob- 
vious! 

Last year’s 11-0 feat was 
something that NO division 
one coach had EVER accom- 
plished in his first year asa 
head coach...and let’s not 
forget that Auburn and 
Bowden were not in the 
easiest of spots either as 
the Tigers were placed on 
NCAA probation right be- 


fore the season got underway. 

| “The NCAA sanctions served as 
a rallying point for the entire 
team," Bowden told College Pre- 
_ view last winter. “It helped us play 
better football throughout the sea- 
son. Our fans were great too and 
had a lot to do with this club go- 
/ing unbeaten. Remember, I came 
in here and had to pay the price 
of what had happened in the past. 
|| have to give our club and the 


fans all the credit in the world for 
never backing.off despite the fact 
we knew we couldn’t go to a bowl 
or play on TV.” 

Coming to a massive football 
program like this from a division 
1-AA school (Samford) would 
scare most coaches, but not 
Bowden. “After all, don’t forget 
that | grew up around the big time 
atmosphere of Florida State and 
served as a graduate assistant for 


three years under my father.” 
What’s the biggest difference 
between Auburn and Samford? “At 
Auburn you eat, sleep and think 
about football 365 days a year. 
There are no distractions down 
here. Everything is geared around 
the football program. There is NO 
off season. There are two main 
goals at Auburn when it comes to 
football. Beat Alabama and win a 
national championship. | did the

Linebacker Corwin 
Francis (93 tackles) and senior 
strong safety C.J. Richardson (94 
tackles) are the other experienced 
starters, and linebacker Ray Lewis 
(79 tackles) has the experience to 
step into that role.

Junior Bruce Spaulding 
and senior Alcides Catanho are 
candidates for LB jobs. Graber will 
have to decide if the experience 
gained by safeties Michael Roberts 
and Mike Fullman, both of whom 
started as redshirt freshmen last 
season, outweighs that of senior 
Keith Price, injured most of last 
season. Junior strong safety Mark 
Washington (40 tackles, four starts) 
looks to gain a starting job. 

Here it is—your first dark horse 
Heisman candidate. . .Orange, NJ's 
own Terrell Willis. We didn’t even 
mention he returned 30 kickoffs for 
704 yards. Bet on his getting more 
than three starts this season.

Senior Gerald Simpson (knee in- 
jury) and junior Jon McCray (100 
tackles) complete a vicious 
linebacker corps. Ends Zatiti 
Moody (junior) and Mike Mohring 
(sophomore), along with three 
tackles, redshirt junior Mike 
Halapin, sophomore Matt Hosilyk 
and redshirt sophomore Tira 
Robbins, all represent a very 
young, yet of course experienced 
defensive line. The secondary is 
jammed with all sorts of young 
lettermen, and will enjoy the ad- 
dition of Penn State transfer Ricky 
Rowe, who'll start. 

Funny, then, this team should 
have surrendered 33.7 ppg and 
scored just 15.3 over four quarters, 
The D is young, though.

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The fact that Ron Dickerson is a 
black head football coach on the 
Division I-A level can, should and 
will be put aside in 1994. It is now 


time to see why he was really 


hired—his vast coaching experience 
and his ability to resurrect a foot- 
ball program. 

“We are not changing anything,” 
Dickerson has said while taking a 
preseason look at 1994. Probably he 
wouldn't mind changing a 1-10 record 
(0-7 in the Big East). His Owls should 
do just that, with 22 players with 
1993 starting experience returning. 

Coach has said the success of the 
offense will revolve around the per- 
formance of the quarterback. Sopho- 
more Henry Burris (62-149, 691 
yards, five TDs, eight INTs) seems 
to be the top guy, even though se- 
nior Phil Lang (43-114, 525 yards) 
started seven games last season. 
"Protecting either or both will be a 
line which was thrown right into the 
fire last season and should be bhet- 
ter as a result. The tackles, Eric 
Johnson and Jon Clark, as well as 
the guards, Ed Bowen and Andrew 
Peterson, are sophomores. Center 
John Summerday is a junior. 

This group needs to open better 
holes for senior tailback Raphiel 
Mack (5.3 ypg) so as to allow 


Temple to score at least half as

So for the first time in five 
years, Michigan isn’t the defend- 
ing champion. That will change. 
While Wisconsin has the will, the 
coaching and the talent, this is 
Michigan. Ann Arbor is naked 
without the conference trophy. 

Call in the tailor. Yeah, that 
Wheatley fella. Tyrone averaged 
112.9 ypg, second best in the Big 
Whatever, and topped the nation 
in scoring 8.4 ppg (14 TDs, 13 on 
the ground). Brent Mussberger is 
getting excited about 1995 when 
he'll have to call the name of start- 
ing tailback “Touchdown” Tim 
Biakabutuka, who'll play here and 
there this season.

That role on defense will be 
filled by senior linebackers Matt 
Dyson and Steve Morrison, both 
of whom Wolverine sports info are 
piping as Butkus Award candi- 
dates. Both got hurt last year, 
Morrison so badly he didn't par- 
ticipate in spring drills. Senior 


Bobby Powers, junior Jarrett Irons 
and junior Trevor Price will see 
extensive time at linebacker. 
Irons’ 95 tackles (62 solo) in 1993 
was best on the team. 

Junior cornerback Ty Law 
snagged five enemy passes in the 
final three games last season and 
will play alongside senior Deon 
Johnson (31 tackles). Behind them 
will be last season’s starting 
strong safety, junior Chuck Win- 
ters (69 tackles, 55 solo), and 
junior Deollo Anderson. 

Moeller has already stated he 
hopes freshmen will replace 
sophomore punter Nate DeLong 
and kickers Remy Hamilton and 
Erik Lovell, junior and senior re- 
spectively. 

Michigan doesn’t ease into its 
schedule, hosting B.C. and Colo- 
rado, and travelling to South Bend 
for a respite between. This team 
isn’t gunning for a national cham- 
pionship, but it wants the Big 10 
title before someone gets around 
to adding correctly.

You almost have to wish for 
there not to be a Wisconsin foot- 
ball '94; Madison will not soon 
see a season as memorable as 
1993. That's not to say the Bad- 
gers have no shot at a rosey re- 
peat. However the team, the fans 
and the country can no longer feel 
bad for the University of Wiscon- 
sin. The Badger program, one of 
the best coached in all college 
football, has elevated to the up- 
per ranks of the NCAA. 

At times suffocating last year, 
the defense was tackled by gradu- 
ation, Five of the top eight tack- 
lers will not return. It’s take-away 
specialists like senior cornerback 
Jeff Messenger, who led the con- 
ference with six picks and then 
grabbed one during the Rose Bowl 
(a game in which the Badgers cre- 
ated six turnovers), who are the 
heart of this D (plus-14 turnover 
margin last season). Senior 
cornerbacks Kenny Gales (four 
INTs) and Donny Brady (three INTs) 
provide an ample backdrop for 
senior tackle Mike Thompson, who 
led the conference with 10 sacks. 

The Wisconsin offense came 
out of nowhere to lead the con- 
ference, averaging 455.2 ypg. 
This year, every opponent will 
focus on four big names which 
now deserve the attention they’ll 


receive. Junior quarterback 
Darrell Bevell (.678 completion %, 
2,390 yards, 19 TDs, 11 INTs) 
broke 10 team records last sea- 
son, plus a pair of conference 
marks. Bevell will once again look 
for Lee DeRamus, who caught 54 
passes for 920 yards in 1993. 

It's Wisconsin's rushing 
strength which allows the pass- 
ing game to operate so smoothly. 
Senior Brent Moss is simply a 
better back than Tyrone Wheatley, 
although the Michigan market 
would never allow that truth be 
known. Moss averaged 136.4 
rushing ypg, third best in the 
country. Senior Terrell Fletcher 
plays in a shadow, but his rush- 
ing for four yards less than four 
digits contributed heavily to the 
Badgers outrushing all 11 non- 
bowl opponents with 120.2 
ground ypg. 

Congratulations to Coach Barry 
Alvarez, now in excellent position 
to run for governor of Wisconsin, 
Neither the solidity of the Badger 
program, nor Alvarez’s coaching 
and recruiting abilities are in 
question. Everyone is now ready 
for Wisconsin. Can this team be 
strong in 1994 now that the con- 
ference doormat has been washed 
and hung over the mantel where 
all can see? 
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The hand of a certain florist in 
Columbus was just a bit too swift 
last October. After successive 
wins over Northwestern, Illinois, 
Michigan State, Purdue and Penn 
State, the Buckeyes had completed 
a 5-0 October. Several roses made 
their way to the Ohio State side- 
line. Instead of calling FTD, how- 
ever, Cooper & Co. gave the local 
Thrifty Car Rental outlet some 
business when they rented a fleet 
to drive to San Diego for the 
Holiday Bowl. 

Of the four returning starters 
on offense, junior quarterback 
Bob Hoying and senior wide re- 
ceivers Joey Galloway and Chris 
Sanders fill the big name posi- 
tions, but it is junior right tackle 
Korey Stringer who may be the 
most important Buckeye, if not 
the country’s finest lineman. 
Stringer is the kind of guy who 


makes you feel as if there needs 
to be some kind of statistic for 
offensive lineman. 

Galloway caught an OSU record 
11 touchdowns in 1993, plus 36 
other passes for an average of 
20.1 yards per catch. Hoying 
completed just over 50% of his 
passes for 1,570 yards and eight 
scores. Sanders’ speed is his 
trademark; if Hoying can throw 
the ball deeper, the flanker should 
have more than 14 receptions 
during his final year. 

Running the ball is Coach John 
Cooper's primary concern. 6-3, 
227 junior Eddie George (42 car- 
ries, 5.3 ypr, 3 TDs) wants to 
replace Raymont Harris at 
tailback, while sophomore Matt 
Calhoun hopes to take Jeff 
Cothan’s vacated fullback spot. 

Stopping the run is also a Coo- 
per crapshoot. Dan Wilkinson will

take his Big Ten Defensive Player 
of the Year status to the pros. 
Senior Pete Beckman and sopho- 
mores Matt Finkes and Mike Vrabel 
will vie for jobs on the defensive 
line. The secondary will be 
young. It will be up to the senior 
linebackers, 6-2, 240 Lorenzo 
Styles (117 tackles) and 6-4, 220 
Craig Powell (87 tackles), to lead 
the Buckeye defense in a repeat 
effort in holding opponents to 
averages of 16.1 points and 311 
yards per game last season. Se- 
nior Walter Taylor led the confer- 
ence with five INTs. 

It is more likely that an offense 
which averaged 29.3 points per 
1993 contest will have to 
outmuscle the rest of the confer- 
ence. It is also likely, therefore, 


the games against the Big Ten’s Big 
D’s will once again spur rumors of 
Cooper’s imminent dismissal. 
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Many people in East Lansing were of- 
fended by the defense there last season. 
But 22 returning letterwinners on defense, 
including seven starters, were perhaps 
so embarrassed by the 1993 squad’s 
eighth place finish in conference total de- 
fense (373.6 ypg) that they’ll refuse to 
allow that kind of finish again, 

Head Coach George Perles looks to 
the defensive line and its three return- 
ing starters to author the rushing 
defense’s comeback from a seventh 
place finish in the Big Ten (147.2 ypg). 
Senior end Juan Hammonds dumped a 
team-high 14 rushers for a loss and had 
seven sacks last season. The tackles, 
senior Aaron Jackson (58 tackles, four 
sacks) and junior Yakini Allen (60 tack- 
les), provide an experienced plug in the 
middle, having started 23 games be- 
tween them in 1993. 

The strong linebacker core is lead by 
1993 Big Ten Freshman of the Year Reggie 
Garnett (89 tackles, team-best three 3 
INTs) and senior Matt Ghristensen (66 
tackles). Expect to see senior Ricardo 
Jackson step up as the third LB, but don’t 
expect to see too much from the second- 
ary. You might see sophomore Brian 
Echols (six tackles in 1993) and senior 
Stan Callender (44 tackles) running after 
plenty of flankers this season. Backing 
them will be strong safety Damian Manson 
(57 tackles) and free safety Aldi Henry 
(three starts), who combined had one in- 
terception last year. 
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Wondering when we might discuss 
quaterbacks? Perles wonders when he 
should, too. Neither Luke Bencie or Tony 
Banks, both juniors, took a snap in the 
place of Jim Miller last season. There- 
fore, freshmen Todd Schultz and Damien 
Hiram also have shots at the honor of 
being protected by a talented line.

Hannah and Brian DeMarco, and guards 
Colin Cronin and junior Bob Denton (the 
line’s lone non-senior), along with tight 
end Bob Organ, are as a unit being touted 
as a the best line in the country. 

Senior flanker Mill Coleman (48 rec.) 
and his fleet buddies are stricken by a 
curious disease which, as per usual, runs 
rampant through the Big Ten. Coleman, 
along with junior Napolean Outlaw (23 
rec.) and sophomores Nigea Carter (12.8 
ypc) and Derrick Mason, form a talented 
group of receivers but are plagued by a 
lack of someone to throw them the ball. 

Junior tailbacks Duane Goulbourne 
(81.1 ypg) and Steve “Batman" Holman 
hope to get the MSU running game going. 
Freshmen Marc Renaud and Antwain 
Patrick will help. 

The strengths on this team are phe- 
nomenal, the weaknesses gaping. Kudos 
to Perles if he can keep the Spartans from 
going at one another and instead at the 
rest of the Big Ten. Duplicating 1993's 4- 
4 record should not make the Green red 
in the face, because they'll have worked 
hard to do so. 
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Lots of things are out of the way 
for Penn State this season, most no- 
tably any traces of the Sacca family. 
All the inaugural Big Ten stuff can be 
put in the scrapbook and now the 
conference’s sophomore can concentrate 
on earning a trip to Pasadena. 

Senior wide receiver Bobby Engram 
found the conference to his liking, 
leading the Big Ten with 14 TD recep- 
tions. In addition, he finished in the 
top six in five conference categories 
and earned the Florida Citrus Bowl 
M.V.P. honor after gaining 184 all-pur- 
pose yards. 

Now if only someone could throw 
him the ball. Senior quarterback Kerry 
Collins (1,767 passing yards) can, but 
he doesn’t always do it so well (51.8 
completion %). Collins gets the nod 
in the spring drills but undoubtedly 
Coach Joe Paterno hopes sophomore 
Wally Richardson or Mike McQuery 
will impress. These boys will be pro- 
tected by the usual large Lion line, be 
it inexperienced. 

Junior back Ki-Jana Carter ki-cked 
in with 111.9 rushing yards per game, 
fourth best in the conference and 11th 
in the country. Juniors Mike Archie 
and Stephen Pitts occasionally con- 
tribute to the running game. 

[ Senior inside linebacker Brian 
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Gelzheiser became the first Penn State 
defender in four years to dump impos- 
ing opposing gridders over 100 times 
with his 113 tackles. He and gradu- 
ated Lou Benfatti led a hungry defense 
which recovered 11 fumbles and 
snatched 21 INTs, good enough for a 
plus-13 turnover margin, The line 
should consist of senior Jeff Perry and 
juniors Eric Clair and Dave Thomas. 
None had more than 30 tackles in 1993, 
so the linebackers, senior Phil Yeboah- 
Kodie and sophomore Terry Kilkens, 
should have their hands full. Then 
again, they had 24 and 23 tackles re- 
spectively last season, so that might be 
grass in their hands. The secondary 
will have three new starters. 

With Craig Fayak no doubt on his 
way to the N.F.L., the special teams 
are questionable as well. Freshman 
Brett Conway should take Fayak's spot 
and punt, to boot. 

The Lions’ had the same number 
of conference wins as Wisconsin and 
Ohio State in 1993 with six. Penn 
State is not the same team, however, 
and a third place finish may be a 
stretch, Now Big Joe gets to see how 
recruiting with the Big Ten behind him 
will affect his big win total, ‘cause it 
sure looks as if the Class of '98 will 
see some p.t. in ‘94. 
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The hand of a certain florist in 
Columbus was just a bit too swift 
last October. After successive wins 
over Northwestern, Illinois, Michi- 
gan State, Purdue and Penn State, 
the Buckeyes had completed a 5-0 
October, Several roses made their 
way to the Ohio State sideline. 
Instead of calling FTD, however, 
Cooper & Co. gave the local Thrifty 
Car Rental outlet some business 
when they rented a fleet to_drive to 
San Diego for the Holiday Bowl. 

Of the four returning starters on 
offense, junior quarterback Bob 
Hoying and senior wide receivers 
Joey Galloway and Chris Sanders fill 
the big name positions, but it is 
junior right tackle Korey Stringer 
who may be the most important 
Buckeye, if not the country's finest 
lineman. Stringer is the kind of 
guy who makes you feel as if there 
needs to be some kind of statistic 
for offensive lineman. 

Galloway caught an OSU record 
11 touchdowns in 1993, plus 36 
other passes for an average of 20.1 
yards per catch. Hoying completed 
just over 50% of his passes for 1,570 
yards and eight scores. Sanders’ 
speed is his trademark; if Hoying 
can throw the ball deeper, the 
| flanker should have more than 14 
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receptions during his final year. 

Running the ball is Coach John 
Cooper's primary concern. 6-3, 227 
junior Eddie George (42 carries, 5.3 
ypr, 3 TDs) wants to replace 
Raymont Harris at tailback, while 
sophomore Matt Calhoun hopes to 
take Jeff Cothan’s vacated fullback 
spot. 

Stopping the run is also a Coo- 
per crapshoot. Dan Wilkinson will 
take his Big Ten Defensive Player of 
the Year status to the pros. Senior 
Pete Beckman and sophomores Matt 
Finkes and Mike Vrabel will vie for 
jobs on the defensive line. The 
secondary will be young. It will be 
up to the senior linebackers, 6-2, 
240 Lorenzo Styles (117 tackles) and 
6-4, 220 Craig Powell (87 tackles), 
to lead the Buckeye defense in a 
repeat effort in holding opponents 
to averages of 16.1 points and 311 
yards per game last season. Senior 
Walter Taylor led the conference 
with five INTs. 

It is more likely that an offense 
which averaged 29.3 points per 
1993 contest will have to outmuscle 
the rest of the conference. It is 
also likely, therefore, the games 
against the Big Ten’s Big D’s will 
once again spur rumors of Cooper's 
imminent dismissal. 
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Coach Lou Tepper was a bit 
illinoised by his team’s streaks 
last season, which lumped losses 
at the beginning and end of the 
season. This year the Illini will 
challenge for a Big Ten bowl by 
beating up on the conference's 
less fortunate, as they -did last 
season. It’s the non-conference 
games (Washington State, Missouri 
and Northern Illinois) for which 
the team needs to be better pre- 
pared in order to impress anyone 
else, 

Senior linebacker Dana Howard 
impressed every N.F.L. scout with 
his 123 tackles (62 solo) last sea- 
son, and those numbers were 
down from his -first two years. 
The Butkus Award returns to the 
Big Ten in 1994. Howard's co- 
horts, senior John Holecek (101 
tackles, 64 solo) and juniors 
Simeon Rice (8 sacks) and Kevin 
Hardy (eight tackles for loss), 
make this quartet the best line- 
backer -posse in the country. 
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to know whether junior nose 
guard Mikki Johnson (17 tackles 
for loss, five sacks) is for real after 
not playing his freshman year. If 
he is, he'll be the man on the de- 
fensive line along with off-season 
Slim Fast fan Tim McCloud (jun- 
ior, 6-1, 258) and Chad Copher 
(senior, 6-7, 263). Junior safeties 
Tyrone Washington and Antwoine 
Patton (4 INTs) provide the Illini 
with a solid base in the second- 
ary, and are joined by senior 
cornerbacks Robert Crumpton and 
Rod Boykin. 

Hopefully sophomore Scott

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No this is NOT a misprint. We don't have the 
Beavers confused with their state rival Ducks. 
Under Jerry Pettibone’s guidance, OSU has made 
some amazing strides and could finally stride just 
enough to possibly eam themselves a winning 
record in 1994. Last year's 4-7 mark was an 
excellent achievement by Pettibone and his staff, 
and now the common thought would be for the 
Beavers to chew their way to a plus .500 record. 
OSU's spread option attack gained nearly 300 yards 
per game on the ground and was good enough to 
finish second best in the country. The feature back 
in Pettibone’s system will once again be the ex- 
plosive J.J. Young who averaged 7.0 yards per 
carry as he dashed for 995 yards in 1993...expect 
him to crack the 1000 yard mark in ‘94. Running 
the show will be sophomore OB Rahim Muhammad 
who leamed a lot as a freshman and will benefit 
from those lessons. The line looks tough with 
center Johnny Feinger anchoring the unit. The 
defense, as usual could be a problem. Stopping 
foes from visiting the OSU end zone is never easy 
and you can be sure that Pettibone will direct 
most of his early season practices to that unit.
